PROCLAMATION. 


(Gazetted 1st July, 1923). 


For the purposes of Articles 14 and 15 of the Police Ordinance 1921, I 
hereby declare that the area of the Hanajra Tribe in the Sub-District of Beer- 
sheba has been found to be in a disturbed state as from the date of this Proc¬ 
lamation, and that from the conduct of the inhabitants of such area it is expe¬ 
dient to increase the number of the Police. 


This Proclamation shall remain in force for six months from this date.
